The establishment of the Hupeh Provincial People's Government and the 
Hupeh Military District of the Chinese People's Liberation Army was announced 
or 20 May 1949- 

General Li Hsian -aien (Ueda: 4736, 566, 3214) was appointed chairman of 
the People's Government, member of the headquarters of the Military District 
and, concurrently, political copula si oner of the Military District. 

Administrative divisions under the Hupeh People's Government are as fol- 


1. Helena -- All Helens of the original Hupeh Province remain under the 
Jurisdiction of the present Hupeh Provide. 

2. Special Offices (Chuan-ahu) — Chiang-ling (5985, 12867 ), Mien -yang 
\60lS, 12876), Hsiang-yang (1C775, 128?6) , OH-yeh (1946, 671), Hsiao-kan 
(2273, 3409), Huang-kang (14693, 2621), Xn-shih (3292, 4391), and I-ch’ang 
(2327, 4484). 

Tlie Yun-yang (12699, 12876) Special Office in northwest Hupeh has 
been temporarily placed under the control of an administrative office (hsing- 
shu) in southern Shensi. 

3. jfrcvinci ally -controlled Municipalities — Ho -sha-shih (1263, 6031, 
2799) and I-ch'ang (2327, 4464). 

After the establishment of the People’s Governmont and Military District, 
the original administrative offices end military districts of the Chiang-nan 
(5965, 6499), 0-yu ^fupeh - HooanJ (12194, 11283) and T'ung-pai (4939, 4850) 
areas (ti-ch’u) were dissolved.

566), this office has seven depaaftawnts -- Civil 
Administration (ccmbined with Justice) > Finance, Education, Deconstruction, 
Indue try and Censer ce, Secretariat, and Public' Security. . There are also 
sections which control the Northeast Eiangsi District Branch of the Peopled 
Bank of China and the Northeast Slangs! District Branch of the East China 
Trading Corporation. 


The office controls the Shang-Jao, Kuei-ch-i, P'o-yang, and Fou-liang 
Special Offices (Chuan-yuan Zung-ahu), 22 hsiens, and 3 municipalities. 

The Shang-Jao Special QTfice controls Shang-Jao, Hong-feng, Ch'ien- 
shan, Kuang-feng and Yu-ehan hsiens and the city of Shang-Jao.
